Told ‘Operations Of 
Capital Importance’ 


Start In 


‘Due Time’ 


LONDON, June 8.—(CP)—The BBC broadcast instruc- 
tions to the French people today to evacuate a broad coastal 
area from the Belgian to the Spanish border, a strip desig- 
nated a prohibited military zone by the Germans. 


“Operations of capital importance” for the liberation 
of France will start in due time, said the broadcast, 


“It has been shown on several occasions that the pres- 
ence of the civilian population on the scene of active opera- 
tions hinders the action of troops, and particularly of friend- 
ly troops, in a very grave manner,” said the broadcast beam- 
ed across the Channel in the regular French language news 


program. 


No Interpretation Is Permitted 


British sources said that they could not interpret the 
bulletin, that it would have’ to stand for itself.

“Here is notice number two,’’ the broadcast said. It

“Don’t wait until the last moment. For those who 
don’t have the possibility to go, we repeat with new insist- 
ence some of the instructions contained in Notice number 


one,” 


The notice acknowledged that the Germans would place 
difficulties in the way of the evacuation, but urged French- 
men to overcome such obstacles. It was not possible to spe- 
cify either the time or place of contemplated operations, it 


added. 


More 1,000-Plane 
Raids For Nazis 


LONDON, June 8.—(CP)—Col. J. 
J. Liewellin, minister of aircraft 
production, today pledged more 
1,000-bomber raids on Germany, 
the B.B.C. reported. 

“The extension of Britain's air- 
craft industry is not yet complete,” 
Col, Llewellin was quoted as says 
ing. “That applies to the produc- 
tion of materials. airplanes and en- 
gines. We are still building new 
factories. 

“Every one of the aircraft used 
in the 1,000-bo:nber raids was made 
in Britain by British men and 
women workers. A large number 
of the bombers'in these raids are 
the new heavy type. If we had 
been content with the bombers 
with which we began the war, we 
could have had more than +1,000.” 
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Nazis Mobilizing 
Women As Police 


LONDON, June 8—(CP)—Nazi 
Germany is mobilizing women of 
the athletic type to serve as police- 
men, replacing men called into 
active service on the eastern front, 
the BBC reported today. 

“The demands of the Russian 
campaign are increasing the prob- 
lems of Germany's home front,” the 
BBC said. “The Essen newspapers 
have published this report: ‘The 
ever increasing demands of the Ger- 
man police forces make it neces- 
sary to mobilize German women of 
the athletic type to replace police- 
men called to the colors’.”

Admiral Chester Nimitz, com- 
mander in chief of the United States 
Pacific fleet, in a brief communique, 
said the enemy, which launched an 
aerial attack on Dutch Harbor 
Wednesday and an attack by fleet 
and air arms on Midway Island 
Thursday, appeared to be withdraw- 
ing. Contact was lost during the 
night, che said, but this did not mean 
pursuit had been abandoned. 


ONE DESTROYER LOST 

The communique announced the 
sinking of a Japanese destroyer and 
additional damage on two enemy 
cruisers. Sinking of an American 
destroyer was announced. 

This was the first mention of 
the sinking of an American war- 
ship in the four-day battle. Most 
of the personnel of the destroyer 
was picked up by other ships. 
Previously the only reported 
damage to an American ship was 
a hit on an aircraft carrier, with 
some of its planes lost.

8—(AP)—Lt.-Gen. H. H. Arnold, 
commander of the United States 
Army Air Force, declared here to- 
day that “for every One of our 
planes shot down, the Japs have 
lost four.” 

In an address prepared for the 
100th annual commencement of 
Iowa Wesleyan College, at which he 
received an honorary doctor of laws 
degree, the general said “the day 
of reckoning is not as far off as 
some people think.” 

The general, who recently re- 
turned from Europe, said he “did 
not fly to London to go on the de- 
fensive.” 

By the end of this year, the 
general said, the army air force 
will have “over 60,000 officers and 
close to a million men. By June of 
next year, if it becomes necessary, 
we will double that.”

Prime Minister 
To Begin Debate 
On Conscription

OTTAWA, June 8.— Although 
the date has not been set for the 
opening of the second reading on 
the conscription amendments, 
every indication points to a 
slackening of tension on both 
extremes, Prime Minister King 
will move the second reading and 
chances are that he will begin the 
debate either tomorrow or Wed- 
nesday. 

It is as certain as anything can 
be. that Mr. King will declare 
against any return to parliament for 
debate prior to the passing of the 
order-in-council which will actualiy 
impose conscription. The real de- 
bate is to be now, on the amend: 
ments presently before the house. 

This statement of policy will mear 
that there will be no resignations 
among the English speaking sec- 
tion of the cabinet. 


IMPROVEMENT SEEN 


It will also mean that the full 
strength of the Quebec opposition 
to conscription should be disclosed 
in the present debate. And it is on 
this score that recent developments 
have indicated a measure of im- 
provement. It is not regarded as 
probable that any substantial num- 
ber of French Canadian members 
will support the conscription 
amendments, But there are straws 
in the wind which indicate that 
having voted against the bill a large 
number of them will return to the 
party fold and give thorough-going 
support to the movement after the 
conscription vote is over. That is, 
the Quebec members are finding the 
idea of isolation increasingly less 
attractive. 

It is evident that Hon. P. J. A 
Cardin, who resigned when the con- 
scription amendments were intro- 
duced, has been working hard to 
form a Quebec bloc. For a time he 
appears to have had considerable 
success but is now believed to be 
losing ground.

It is difficult to present an ac- 
curate picture of Hitler as a 
man; difficult to avoid the easy 
sensationalisms of his bitter emo- 


ness toward women, his middle- 
aged life with a jealous mistress 
who twice attempted suicide, his 
occasional enthusiasms with nude 
revels and his belief that the su- 
Pperman of the future will have a 
hairless body. These facets of 
his character are essential to an 
understanding of Hitler, but only 


historians can fit them into the. 
completed picture. 
I spent a dozen years studying 


Hitler at close range, collecting ma- 
terial about him from sources that 
I knew were unquestionable, and 
smuggling my notes out of Ger- 
many at considerable risk to myself 
and others. It seemed to me that 
this man, in all his dangerous bril- 
liance, could be measured better 
almost by his little vanities and 
habits than by the way I had so 
often seen him in public, receiving 
an ovation from millions. 


INCREDIBLY COMPLICATED 


I came into direct contact with 
Hitlar probably more than any 
other correspondent in Germany, 
and I know that he is an incred- 
ibly complicated human being 

Quite frankly, he always repelled 
me personally, left me absolutely 
cold, though I had to admit the 
hard, sharp brilliance of his mind 
and the infinite shrewdness of his 
showmanship afd psychology. I 
would like to think—as Goering 
once did—that he is crazy, but that 
would be to evade understanding 
or analyzing him. It is true that 
one noted European specialist who 
has observed Hitler closely for 20 
years is convinced that he will 
eventually suffer a psychic col- 
lapse, but it might take a long time 
yet, end it would be wrong to re-

HALO AROUND HEAD 

Whatever may some day happen 
to Hitler, he has taken care that 
the Germans shall have a picture 
to remember him by in the proper 
heroic proportions. He had a por- 
trait painted by the artist, Fidus, 
and decided that after his death it 
was to be the picture used to com- 
memorate him in every home, 
school and public building in the 
Reich. It is a significant picture, 
showing Hitler standing on a hil- 
lock, The sunlight forms ‘a halo 
around his head. Men in uniforms 
of all the political and military or- 
ganization’ of the Third Reich stand 
around him gazing up adoringly. 

The picture shows Hitler in 
regular brown uniform, with & 
cape romantically thrown across 
his shoulder and his collar turned 
up round his neck in a style care- 
fully worked out by the Nazi 
photographer, Heinrich Hoff- 
man, to get the best possible pho- 

tographic line. 

Hitler's nosé igs this painting is 
not the same one that he had when 
he fought and®bullied and bribed 
his way to power, Soon after he be- 
came Reichschancellor, he had his 
nose beautified, It had been fatty 
on the bridge, bulbous at the end. 
A Berlin professor, at Hitler's re- 
quest, recommended a plastic sur- 
geon at Munich who removed the| 
superfluous flesh. Thereafter Hitler 
always was posed by Hoffmann to| 
bring out the best points of his | 
streamlined nose as well as his} 
other facial characteristics.

Even the fat, sardonic Reichs- 
marshal, Hermalin Goering, was 
unnerved by one of Hitler's con- 
ferences at the Kehlstein in Janu- 
ary of 1939, when a few leaders} 
were called in great secrecy to hear 
Hitler's bold plans for destroying 
Poland Leaving the meeting,; 
Goering got into the elevator with 
a close friend and said: 


“You would think he had gone 
mad; these plans would be the 
beginning of the end.” 


But Hitler later was proved cor- 
rect and Goering wrong. And thus 
faith grew in the legend of Wotan's 
hand, The legend is based on a 
piece of rock, naturally shaped to 
form a hand. It was found on the 
mountain curing construction of 
the Kehlstein. It is about the size 
of a human hand and Hitler regards 
it as symbolic of the power and 
favor of the old German god. In 
this belief, he has been “confirmed” 
by astrologers whom he consults, 
The hand has been mounted and is 
always on the mantle in Hitler's 
room, 


FUEHRER'S SKETCHING 


On the other side of the picture, 
Hitler's strong psychic complexes 
are evident in his sketching, which 
in recent years has taken the form 
of eight-legged animals with queer 
splay feet.

OUTSPEED PRODUCTION 

This year the United States ex- 
pects to build 800 merchant ships, 
in addition to all its naval construc- 
tion. In April 36 ships were de- 
livered. In May the total ran to 
over 50. Next year, if the shipyards 
get all the steel they want—and 
this is a big “if’—they should turn 
out between 15,000,000 and 20,000,- | 
000 tons of shipping. Yet it will not 
be enough if the German sub- 
marines cannot be controlled. 

Says Hanson W. Baldwin. per- 
haps the ablest military and naval 
writer in America; “The war at 
sea has reached such a crisis that, 
unless sinkings are reduced, the 
output of the shipyards, great as | 
it is, can never provide sufficient 
shipping to project our power 
overseas”"—fn plain terms to get 
American soldiers to the battie- 
fields of this world in large 
numbers. , 

Even the merchant shipping con- 
struction of Britain and Canada is 
not enough to tip the scales against 
the submarines at present. Mr.

WEAPONS PILE UP ! 
A few days ago Rear Admiral 
J. W. Greenslade, of the United 
States Navy, made a starkly reveal- 
ing statement: “War goods are pil- 
ing up at the docks on both coasts 
and are backing up at some inland 
war plants. For example, 40,000 
military trucks are standing at a 
Single East Coast port waiting for 
ships." In other words all the 
weapons that America can produce 
are not reaching the battlefields, 
and vast quantities of weapons ee 
Sinking to the bottom of the sea. 
While the immediate situation is 
not critical as when Jellicoe fore- 
saw defeat in 1917, because ship 
production now is far greater than 
it was then and sinkings probably 
not as great, yet the over-all prob- 
lem is infinitely more complicated. 
In 1917 it was necessary only to 
move weapons across the Atlan- 
tic with heavy convoy protection. 
Today weapons must be moved 
through the.Arctic Ocean to 
Russia, around the tip of Africa 
to the Near East, by the long 
outer route to Australia, That is 
why the United States navy has 
been unable to subdue the sub- 
marine yet—its ultimate resources 
are strained to keep the supply 
lines open.

Two things must be done to 
meet the shipping crisis More 
ships must be built, and this is 
not so much a problem,of con- 
struction in shipyards, where 
mass production has been -mas- 
tered, as a problem of allocating 
steel and other materials, If 
more merchant Ships are to be 
built, less steel must be used 
somewhere else, perhaps in large 
battleships which are slow in 
building. But no rate of con- 
struction will suffice unless it is 
accompanied by a reduced rate 
of sinking.

With the new destroyers that 
will be launched this year, with

Naval Victory 
May Have Ended - 
Invasion Hope

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS,

fornia, Washington and Oregon. 


THREAT REMOVED 

The resounding defeat not only 
removed for a while the threat of 
Japanese invasion here but also 
paved the way for establishment of 
a new front against the Japanese in 
the western Pacific. The United 
States victory, it was said, proved 
so impressive that the western Pa- 
cific waters which have been closed 
since December may be re-opened 
to all types of Allied seacraft. A sea 
supply line might even be blasted 
open to China's east coast, it was 
said.

importance of Midway with relation 
to Hawaii, declaring that it ‘must! 
be held at all costs.” It is axiomatic 
that the loss of Hawaii would make 
the American position in the Pacific 
untenable and postpone perhaps 
for years the day when the Allies 
will be able to defeat Japan. 

Without being rashly optimistic, 
therefore, there is good reason for 
satisfaction with the outcome of 
the Midway battle. It does not, of} 
course, mean that the threat to 
Hawaii has been entirely removed, 
but it does mean the danger has 
been postponed, perhaps for a con- 
siderable time. 

American Admirél Chester W. 
Nimitz, says his forces have lost 
contact with the enemy fleet, which 
is withdrawing, presumably to its 
lair in the waters around Marcus 
and Bomin islands, whence it came, 
The damage inflicted by American 
forces makes it seem probable that 
the Japanese will have to do con- 
siderable reoganizing before they 
will be able advance again. 


CHANCES REMOTE 

The chances that a second large 
Japanese fleet is in the vicinity, in 
a position to attack, seem remote. 
When Admiral King was asked 
whether the Japanese threw every- 
thing into the battle, he replied, 
“Perhaps not everything, but the 
bulk of it.” 

What is going on in the battle 
which is continuing in the waters 
south of the Aleutians, and its re- 
lation to Hawaii, has not yet been 
made celar. However, it is appar- 
ent that the main strength of the 
Japanese fleet was directed at 
Midway. 

One of the principal Japanese ob- 
Jectives in attacking Midway appar- 
ently was to use the island for 
Jand-based planes to attack Hawaii. 

The Japanese hold Wake, but it 
is more than 2,000 miles away: 

Land-based planes played a vital 
part in the battle of Midway, as 
they did in the battle of the Coral 
sea, in which the Japanese suffered 
their first big defeat. Admiral King, 
discussing the range of planes from 
Midway, said the Allied forces will 
not pursue the Japanese into their 
own waters. The principle appar- 
ently is to let the Japanese come 
within range, and then smash them.

Soviets Still 
Holding Base 
Of Sevastopol 


MOSCOW, June 8.—(AP)—De- 
| spite massive German efforts to 
batter down Sevastopol by land 
and air assault, the Russians an- 
| nounced today the Soviet naval 
base-fortress which has withstood 
seven months of siege, still stands 

as Russia's last stronghold in the 
Crimea, 

The Nazis were said to have paid 
heavily for their three-day on- 
slaught, apparently a supreme effort 
to erase the final barrier to total 
conquest of the Black Sea peninsula. 

The Soviet information bureau's 
midnight commuinque which said 
528 German planes had been de- 
stroyed against 151 Russian losses 
in the week ended yesterday indi- 
cated the weight of the Nazi air 
assault on Sevastopol since there 
had been no report of major air 
activity in any other sector. 

The droves of German planes 
were backing up a sustained land 
offensive but the Russians said the 
Nazis had suffered heavy losses and 
had been stopped by combined 
Soviet land and air defences, 


TWO-FOLD PURPOSE 

The Nazis have a two-fold pur- 
pose in striving to reduce the Sev- 
astopo] stronghold which would jus- 
tify the “huge cost of men and 
machines piled up on its unyielding 
defences through repeated stabs. 

Capture of Sevastopol would 
eliminate a dangerous Russian 
position on the flank of any Ger- 
man attempt to jump the narrow 
Kerch strait from the Crimea for 
a drive into the Caucasus.

The day has gone when humane senti- 
ment in the Allied countries might have 
revolted at such a proposal. The policy of 
frightfulness has hardened the Allied peo- 
ples. They intend to give back whatever 
the enemy dishes out to them—and to do 
it a hundredfold. 


Many—And Happier—Returns 


His Majesty King George VI was 46 
years old on December 14th last. But at his 
request the anniversary is being officially 
observed this year, as usual, on June 8th, 
approximately six months after the actual 
date. 

If because of war conditions public 
celebrations of the event are less elaborate 
or less general than in times of peace, the 
same conditions give to the occasion a 
. popular significance it could not otherwise 
have. The role which the King and his 
Queen have played through the tragic 
months that have gone has won for them 
admiration and peculiar affection, on the 
part of Britishers in every part of the 
world, and among men and women every- 
where who love freedom and hate tyranny. 

Congratulatory messages will reach 
London today from representatives of 
every country in the world save those 
which have banded themselves together to 
tear the Empire to pieces and destroy the 
principle of liberty for which it stands; 
messages freighted with personal regard, 
as well as formal compliments. 

These messages will be tokens of the 
universal esteem in which the King is 
held by the peoples of all Allied and neu- 
tral lands. Countless millions in all the 
continents will hope that the wishes thus 
extended may come true, and His Majesty 
live to celebrate many more anniversaries, 
in far happier circumstances. 


In The Pacific 


If to people living in a broad belt along 
the west side of North America the war in 
the Pacific is closer and its threat more 
grim than it was a few weeks ago, the 
general situation in the Far Eastern 
theatre has improved. 

Chungking is confident that China’s 
hour of crisis has passed. This coincides 
with release of news that the greatest con- 
voy ever to reach India arrived some time 
ago and the troops and equipment have 
been moved to the danger points. 

In a fortnight the Japanese forces in 
Burma have made no progress in the at- 
tempts to invade China and India. In both 
sectors and over Burma the Allied airmen 
have been taking a heavy toll of enemy 
troops and mechanical supplies. For the 
time at least the invaders on that front 
have been stalled. 

The offensive against Australia has 
apparently dwindled down into a sub- 
marine war on the supply routes from 
the United States, without notable suc- 
cess and at the cost of several U-boats 
known to have been destroyed. 

Plans to push the expansion program 
in the South Pacific and the Indian oceans 
have seemingly been laid aside, and the 
enemy sea and air forces directed to new 
adventures in the northern zone. If this 
brings the war nearer to our shores, there 
is a lessening of the tension all over the 
southern area; and it is there that Allied 
Strength is being built up for the blows 
which will decide the issue. 


The Hong Kong Report 


Apparently the public will have to 
choose between the Chief Justice of Can- 
ada and Col. George Drew as to whether 
the Canadian force sent to Hong Kong 
was properly authorized, organized, train- 
ed, equipped and transported. Sir Lyman 
Duff declared in his official report that he 
found the expedition was neither “‘ll- 
conceived” nor ‘badly managed.” Col. 
Drew says the whole affair was “botthed 
and bungled” from start to finish. 

The Col. is in the position of the law- 
yer who, having failed to convince the 
court, abuses the court for not having been 
convinced, This is so typical of Col. Drew 
on any matter touching the fringe of poli- 
tics, that it will cause neither surprise nor 
alarm, It is precisely what that gentleman 
was bound to do, and his observations may 
be rated accordingly. 

, The relatives and friends of the men 
who were sent to Hong Kong, and the 
public at large, are assured after a most 
thorough examination of documents and 
persons, that Canada was in honor bound 
to send the force there, that it was well 
officered and organized, that its full and 
proper equipment was provided for, that 
it was safely transported; and that the 
failure of its complement of mechanized 
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vehicles to reach their destination was due 
solely to the sudden attack launched by 
Japan, which caused the United States 
ship carrying these vehicles to be ordered 
-to put in at Manila instead. 

The loss of the two regiments was a 
disaster. But Sir Lyman Duff says it was 
not a disaster caused or contributed to by 
inefficiency anywhere along the line.

To a high military commander in Alaska on 
hearing of the dismissals of the general and 
admiral in charge at Hawaii at the time of the 
Pearl Harbor incident, the New Republic 
attributes this saying: “There, but for the grace 
of fog, go I.” 

It is now stated that December weather with 
its blanket of fog and sleet did actually save 
Alaska from the ‘same surprise treatment 
handed Manila\and Pearl Harbor. Although no 
official reports have been yet made covering 
the southern British Columbia area, enough has 
leaked out to indicate that it was only by the 
grace of the same fog off this coast that defence 
establishments not far from here were spared 
a surprise raid at the same time. 

The tragedy at Pear] Harbor lay in the 
revelation that although the United States had 
the defensive equipment, its forces were not 
on the alert. Here a raid would have caught us 
short of defensive equipment. That condition 
has now been remedied, thanks to the time 
gained for us by a December fog.—Victoria

What did they 
mean? What did 
they portend? 
What would be 
the extent and 
scope of them? 

The question 
was asked fre- 
quently in Ed- 
monton if this 
city would 
eventually be- 
come a_ target 
for Japanese 
bombers. The answer seems to 
be abundantly clear. 

Unless or until the Japanese 
are able to establish an air base 
on this continent, this city is in 
absolutely no danger. Carrier- 
borne planes could not possibly 
reach this far inland and get 
back safely under the escort of 
the essential fighter planes of 
shorter cruising range. 

Don’t think, however, that 
A.R.P. work in Edmonton is 
wasted, It is vital and commend- 
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able and should be extended and 


continued faithfully. 

The menace to Prince Rupert, 
Vancouver, Victoria, Seattle and 
other Pacific Coast cities is plain- 
ly more real. 

It is obvious that if the attack 
on Alaska was made from car- 
riers, those carriers could easily 
shift for an attack on any other 
coast point quite as well as they 
were able to get into position for 
the bombing of Alaska. 

Purpose of Attack 

But while the possibility of 
attack on Vancouver and Victoria 
was admitted, the probability 
was not so clear. That probability 
hinged on the purpose of the 
Alaska attack. Was it a mere 
nuisance raid? Or did it prelude 
some greater and more extended 
campaign? 

If it was only a nuisance raid, 
it appeared to be highly probable 
that Vancouver and Victoria and 
other coast cities would feel the 
shock of Japanese bombs. For, 
quite plainly, these more popu- 
lous cities would be much more 
sensitive to the morale-destroy- 
ing effect of an ‘air raid than the 
purely military and naval popu- 
lation of Dutch Harbor, 

In short, the ordinary people 
of Canada and the United States 
would squirm much more vio- 
lently over an air attack on a 
large city than over an air attack 
on a comparatively remote naval 
base, 

It was the fact that the Japan- 
ese did choose Alaska rather than 
these places for their initial air 
assault on North America that led 
the experts to conclude that 
something more than a nuisance 
raid was involved in operation. 

There is no guarantee any- 
where, of curse, that the Coast 
cities will not be attacked by way 
of a Japanese diversion. Indeed 
it is rather likely. 


Major Operation 
- But the general sentiment of 
the experts today is that the 
Alaska raid is the forerunner of 
a very sefious major operation. 

At this point, of course, the 
speculation broadens from na- 
tional to international signifi- 
cance and the vital questions 
become these: 

Do the Japanese intend to try 
to take Alaska outright? Or are 
they merely concerned with 
smashing naval, military and air 
power there? 

In the latter event, they may 
have been animated by one of 
two motives; 


First, believing that the planes 
which bombed Japanese cities 
recently came from Alaska, they 
may have sought revenge and im- 
[munity from such _ further 
attacks, 

Secondly, they may intend to 
\join Hitler in an assault on 
| Asiatic Russia and propose to 
|guarantee themselves from any 
air interference from Alaska. 

One, of these would probably 
be their motive if they merely 
purpose the damage of Alaskan 
bases, 

But a grimmer intent was read | 
by some observers into the act. 
Some high Washington officials 
declared unequivocally that 
Japan was going to try to capture | 
Alaska as a base for a general 
assault on the North American 
continent, 


In the War 
If that conjecture is true—and 
remember that Japan cannot 
| hope to win until she knocks out 
| North America—this continent is 


due to be plunged actively into 
| the war. 

And note this, too, that it is 
highly unlikely Japan would 
undertake any such major move 
against the might of this contin- 
jent unless she were assured of 
naval co-operation from Hitler} 
on the Atlantic side. 

This is pure speculation, of 
course, It is bound to be. But it 
represents a possibility we can- 
not afford to overlook. 

Three months or more ago, I 
said on this broadcast that an at- 
| tempt might be made to invade 
America before another attempt 
| was made to invade the British | 
| Isles. 

I see no reason today to change 
my mind, although the hour for 
an invasion attempt of some kind 
or another is obviously drawing 
closer, and Britain undoubtedly 
tempts Hitler, 

The truth is that the war is en- 
larging rapidly beyond the ca- 
pacity of man’s imagination. | 
Anything, literally anything, may 
happen now. 


Tribute 


It is not always that inclina- 
tion coincides with duty. 

But to the fact that the intel- 
lectual stature and attainments of 
the man ery out for universal 
recognition, is added the melan- 
choly personal privilege of pay- 
ing a more intimate tribute to 
John Alexander Weir, late Dean 
of Law in the University of Al- 
berta, 

I will not say that untimely 
death has robbed this country of 
a great educational figure, That 
would be true in the sense that 
he would have gone on, with his 
years, to wider achievements. 
But Dean Weir contributed 
something to the current of in- 
tellectual life in Canada that 
cannot be ended by the mere 
dissolution of a body, 

He struck a spark of under- 
standing and appreciation in the 
minds of hundreds of students 
that cannot be extinguished by 
his passing, 

In his case preeminently, it 
can be said that death may be- 
reave, but it cannot conclude. 

So long as the principles of law 
are pleaded in the courts of this 
country, the influence of John 
Weir will run, like a golden 
thread, through all the argu- 
ments. 


Force and Clarity 


Strangely enough, although I 
was almost a contemporary of his 
in student days, I still can vouch 
personally for the force and 
clarity of his teaching. 

The time was the spring of 
1917. The place was the Univer- 
sity of Saskatchewan. The 
subject was Constitutional Law. 

I sat in my room on the night 
preceding the examination, my 
mind congealed with apprehen- 
sion. I had just made the appal- 
ling discovery that, after 
Skipping a host of vital lectures, 


I knew absolutely nothing about 
my subject. 

At this point, John came in, as 
he frequently did. My distress, of 
course, was apparent, He pushed 
the books aside and began to talk. 

What began as a casual con- 
versation blossomed into a mir- 
acle of lucidity. A subject that 
had been a mere device of the 
devil to plague the minds of the 
young, expanded and grew, 
under his deft and masterly 
touch, into a tremendous drama 
of human relationships, 

I could see the law, not as a 
hopeless and senseless tangle of 
rules and precedents, but as a 
great, living principle, enlighten- 
ing and illuminating the minds 
of men through all ages, 

I could see the law, not as an 
expedient creation of, puzzled 
men, but as the human codifica- 
tion of something older than man 
and older than the world—that 
force which in Heaven is justice 
and in earth is equity, 

Power of Thought 

We seldom appreciate, I fancy, 
the vast power of ideas, the pro- 
pulsive and creative force that 
lodges in simple and limpid 
thought, 


And yet I know, of my own 
experience, how much of that 


creative force John Weir must} : 
| able than in open territory. They 


have launched among the young 
fellows who came under his tui- 
tion and who have gone out into 
the world to maintain the prac- 
tice and standard of that which is 
the particular pride and glory 
of our British civilization, 

It is absurd to think that such 


a flow could anywhere be halted | 


by such a futile and unreal thing 
as death. 

Dean Weir’s knowledge of law, 
of course, was prodigious. I 
happen to know of my 
knowledge that when he was 23 
years old he was frequently 
briefed by senior barristers for 
Opinions on complex points. 

However it was not his know- 
ledge of legal fact, but his un- 
derstanding of the judicial 
principle that made him great. 

As al] successful educators 
must, he illuminated and en- 
hanced any subject his splendid 
mind chose to touch. 


Inspiration 

His students, I should think, 
would not only know the law, but 
love the law. For inspiration, I 
Steadfastly maintain, is nine- 
tenths of education, Certainly it 
is the spirit and essence of it. 

And I cannot imagine any 
young man coming under the in- 
fluence of that brilliant, kindly 
and generous intellect without 
deriving some immortal spark 
from its vitality, 

The untimeliness of death adds 
sadly to its dolour, But at the age 
of 47, John Alexander Weir had 
accomplished much, It is some- 
thing to be known as one of the 
finest and clearest legal brains on 
a great continent, 

From quiet an modest springs, 
strong waters often flow. And 
from the spring of John Weir's 
spirit there has come a stream of 
learning and inspiration that will 
broaden into a great river of 
legal force and judicial power as 
the years go by, something that 
will cleanse our conception of 
justice and purify those prin- 
ciples whereby are adjusted the 
relationships between man and 
man, 

I am happy to have been his 
friend, made so at that time of 
life when friendship is an un- 


selfish thing. 
And although the merging of 
his ancestral line with mine 


would involve, perhaps did in- 
vole, the crossing of the Irish 
Sea, I am proud to share a name 
which he has honored,

The widespread notion that 
France is divided into two parts, 
occupied and unoccupied, 
proven completely fallacious by 
the return of Pierre Laval to 
power, For the fact-blind minor- 
ity who still have doubts as to 
the pro-Naziness of the Vichy 
regime we recommend a careful 
reading of the first book to be 
published in New York by the 
Free World Movement.

Africa. 
Collaboration 


From the moment the anti- 
British Petain-Darlan clique es- 
tablished their regime at Vichy 
Vichy-France has collaborated 
with Hitler. Mr. Brooks, in his 
report to the American people, 
tells of seeing German agents in 
and out of uniform everywhere 
he was permitted to go in Vichy- 
France. French factories worked 
night and day turning out muni- 
tipns of war of all kinds for Hit- 
ler. Food stocks have been re- 
quisitioned by the train-load in 
Vichy-France for Germany. The 
Vichy regime gave its blessing 
to German recruiting drives for 
French Jabor, It banned the pub-

Brooks encountered the undere 
ground opposition in Vichy 
France. hough it is growing 
steadily, it is still far from strong. 
The Gestapo and the French po- 
lice work hand in glove to stamp 
out opposition. Even in 1941 the 
people of Vichy-France were 
still hopelessly confused. The 
people of France have never 
been particularly pro-British. 
They blamed Britain for getting 
them into a war they did not 
want to fight. They blamed Bri- 
tain for the defeat of France. Be- 
cause of this widespread anti- 
British sentiment, belonging to 
the underground opposition was 
exceedingly dangerous. 

Distrust 


Yet Mr. Brooks found that the 
opposition was gradually making 
its propaganda felt. Distrust of 
Vichy was growing. Here and 
there, courageous young Catholie 
priests spoke out against the 
Nazis in their sermons. Slowly 
France was awakening from its 
stupor. 

One of the strangest things 
discovered by Mr. Brooks was 
the antipathy shown by many 


Frenchmen toward food ship- 
ments from the United States, 
Nobody in Vichy-France gets 


enough to eat except the swarms 
of German agents and the rich 
who can buy on the black mars 
kets. The United States has 
sought to alleviate distress by 
shipping food to Vichy-France. 
The Nazis know when and where 
this food will arrive. They sims 
ply requisition more of Vichye 
France’s food products. The ef- 
fect of this is actually to reduce 
the amount of food available for 
the people, The message which 
the half-starved people of Vichy- 
France gave to Mr. Brooks for 


sending us food! 


Puzzling The Indians

Success 
crowned ‘his efforts, for early in 
December he discovered that the 
camera. had accomplished its 


rtask. On the negative were im-

An enlargement was made by 
the R.C.M.P. Prince Albert De- 
tachment, and armed with the 
picture a member of the Force 
made extensive inquiries on the 
Sandy Lake Indian Reserve, 

It was learned that two Indians, 
George Starblanket and George 
Albert, were away together, 
George Albert was subsequently 
located and upon being confront- 
ed with the photograph blurted 
out in surprise, “Starblanket and 
Alex!” Further questioning 
brought out the fact that Alex 
Vandell, George Starblanket and 
George Albert had been trapping 
in the park, 

Convictions obtained against 
the Indians resulted in fines of $5 
and costs, or in default of pay- 
ment, seven days’ imprisonment, 
Unable to pay the fines, the three 
accused went to jail.

For again much of 
the enemy propaganda was on 
the defensive, It was taken up 
with answering our propaganda. 
On Tuesday, for example, Rome, 
Berlin and Tokyo launched violent 
attacks on the veracity of Allied 
news broadcasts. Now it is obvious 
that if no one in the Axis lands 
listened to what we have to say, 
Goebbels and his cohorts would not 
be so exercised about refuting us. 
Berlin was especially furious all 
week about Allied reports summing 
up the Battle of Kharkov. Scream. 
ed Berlin: “The Anglo-Saxon agi- 
tation is still brazen enough to try 
to conceal the major Soviet defeat 
near Kharkov.” 


TRAITORS FURIOUS 

All week long the little group of 
American traitors led by Best, Kal- 
tenbach and “Paul Revere,” who 
have sold their Yankee accents to 
the German propaganda ministry, 
shouted to Americans in broadcasts 
beamed to the United States. They 
were furious because we did not 
seem to know about the “terrific” 
victories of German arms at Khar- 
kov. On Monday night “Paul 
Revere” (Douglas Chandler) rant- 
ed: “Churchill and Roosevelt, when 
they produced this Judocrat war of 
theirs, became joint fathers of a 
monster whose unquenchable thirst 
for lie-whisky has already brought 
the operators of the ‘Benighted 
Nations’ propaganda distillery to a 
state of complete nervous collapse.” 

When the Nazis were coasting 
along on the offensive, over-run- 
ning one country after another 
with ease, their language was 
breezy and confident. It is only 
when the going becomes hard, 
that they resort to the angry 
language such as they thrust into 
Mr, Chandler's mouth on Monday 
night. 


Another proof that our broadcasts 
to the people of Germany and Italy 
are being heard and are not with- 
out effect is the increase in Axis 
jamming of our transmissions not- 
ed during the past few days. Re- 
ports from Europe said that several 
of our broadcasts had been jam- 
med. 


INTERESTING ADMISSION 

That was an interesting admis- 
sion, for it showed that the Axis 
had reason to keep from its people 
certain information which we were 
giving them, It was even more in- 
teresting to know exactly what that 
information was. I myself did not 
hear any Axis jamming of our own 
Stations this week, but I did listen 
in to Nazi efforts to keep certain 
BBC news from penetrating the 
home front. And as you listened it 
became very evident that the Ger- 
mang were concerned with keeping 
one piece of news alone from reach- 
ing the German ears, namely the 
news of the fighting in Russia, One 
BBC broadcast to Europe was 
typical, You heard the English an- 
nouncer recounting the day's news 
—repression in  Czecho-Slovakia, 
the fighting in Libya, the activities 
of the American military mission in 
London, and so on, But when the 
announcer said: “And now turn- 
ing to the Russian front,” the Ber- 
lin jammer burst in with a deafen- 
ing noise, It lasted for two min- 
utes, unti] the end of the Russian 
news. Then it ceased. 

You do not have to be even a 
Professional analyst of Nazi pro- 
Paganda to know that if Goebbels 
is so anxious to suppress news 
from the Russian front, there is a 
very obvious reason, 

Jamming, or blotting out of en- 
emy broadcasts by making a noise 
signal on the same wave length the 
enemy is using so that his trans- 
mission cannot pe heard, has come 
much 4ater than expected in this 
war. When the conflict first start- 
ed, all the European broadcasters 
believed .that jamming would be- 
come so widespread as an instru- 


We had proof of this during the “ 


ment of war that broadcasting 
|would become impossible in Eur- 
| ope. 
WORRIED OVER JAMMING 

I attended, as an American ob- 
server, a score of conferences of 
European radio chiefs in the years 
just before the war. They were all 
troubled by "the prospect of the 
“Jamming war.” It meant, they said, 
that nobody could broadcast after it 
began. 

They were wrong. There was very 


|simple that none of the professional 
|radio men had thought of it. Nei- 
ther side had any extra transmitters 
for the job. They needed every 
transmitter they had to carry their 
own propaganda offensive, both on 
the home and foreign fronts. There 
were none left for defence. 

There was, to be sure, another 
reason. Both the British and the 
Germans, who had carried radio 
technique the farthest in Europe, 
apparently reached independently 
the same conclusion. This was 
that it was better to let the other 
fellow continue his broadcasts so 
that you could continue your own. 
Both knew that if an all-out “jam- 
ming war” started neither Ger- 
man nor British broadcasts could 
ever make themselves heard. 

How hesitant Berlin is of starting 
this kind of war was shown by the 
fact that in the B.B.C. broadcast 
mentioned above, it jammed only 
two minutes out of 15 minutes. 

e s s 

In wartime it is difficult, of 
course, to gauge accurately how 
many persons in the enemy and 
occupied countries are listening to 
your broadcasts. Some experts be- 
lieve that as many as one million 
Germans are regular listeners to 
British and American news pro- 
grams, Recently Dr. Goebbels has 
come to Our aid in this matter, 
which is a pleasent surprise, for 
though he is a knave he is not a 
clédhopper. 


BERLIN COMPLAINTS 

One of the American stations that 
now shoots news to Germany is lo- 
cated in Cincinnati. The other day 
Berlin complained: “No other sta- 
tion in the world is so bad as Cin- 
cinatti.” And one officer of German 
parachute troops went on the air 
to say of station WLWO: 


“The contemptible creature, the 
foul slanderet has descended to 
the very-depths of obscene de- 
famation.” Obviously “Radio Gin- 
cinnati” was being listened to in 
Germany and it was getting on 
some Nazi netves. Just last Sun- 
day Berlin was incited to say: 
“Cincinnati has recently  sur- 
Passed even fis Boston radio col- 
league (WRUL) in the broadcast- 
ing of false news.” 
American propaganda 
probably were grateful for this 
gratis piece of information’ from 
Germany that our radio stations in 
Cincinnati and Boston were making 
themselves heard in the Reich. If 
these two were heard, then some 
others we have must have been 
heard too.

Gradually the press in this coun- 
try, without sacrificing an iota of 
its splendid freedom, is beginning 
to be more discerning in the Axis 
propaganda which it publishes. But 
progress is none too rapid. In the 
case of Italian claim the other day 
to have sunk a USS. battleship of 
the Maryland class, it must be ad- 
mitted that the press got little help 
from Washington whose silence un- 
doubtedly served to make some 
editors wonder. 

Dr. Goebbels, some observers 
remarked, was still able to put 
over his familiar word symbols 
of “encirelement” and “annihila- 

tion” in the Nazi propaganda 
accounts of the Battle of Khar- 
kov, But it was noted that some 
editors began to dress these words 
in quotation marks. This marked

Deliveries Of | 
Cleaning Firms — 
Are Restricted 


OTTAWA, June 8 — (CP)— | 
Laundries and dry cleaning and | 
dyeing establishments will curtail 
their pick-up and délivery ser- 
vices and “de luxe” methods of | 
packaging customers’ goods, the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
announced Saturday with publi- 
cation of an order by James 
Stewart, of Toronto, services ad- | 
ministrator, 

“Rubber, gasoline, oil, automo- 
| tive equipment and paper will be| 
|tangible savings secured by this 
move.” the board said in a state- 
ment. 

Operators having regular deliv. 
ery routes will not be permitted 
more than three deliveries or pick- | 
|ups a week to any customer's pre- 
| mises, and these must be on alter- 


| nate days. Operators who have no 
regular routes must sibmit to the 
administrator proposals as to their 
method of operation under the 

| order, 
BOXES PROHIBITED 

| “The new regulations encourage 


| the packaging of customers’ goods | 
in as small bags as possible,” the | 
board said. “It forbids the use of 
boxes unless shipment is to be 
made by common carrier, and 
hangers will no longer be supplied. 

“Laundries are to eliminate the 
use of studs, cuff fasteners, shirt 
boards or envelopes-except for 
dress shirts, reduce the use of 
tissue paper and utilize only two 
specified sizes of wet wash bags. 

“Cleaning establishments may 
still use hat boxes, but these are to 
be retained -by the driver when 
delivery is made other than by com- 
mon carrier.” 

Special rovision is made in the 
delivery section of the order for 
hotels, commercial establishments 
and certain special cases. 


HOTEL SERVICE 


Hotels may obtain calls twice a 
day and other commercial places 
once a day, with no deliveries on 
Sundays. Hospitals, railways, steam- 
ships, camps or barracks. for the 
armed services, and the departments 
of national defence and munitions 
and supply are entitled to service at 
any time, 

A step toward the zoning of op- 
erations has been made by a pro- 
vision that afte?

The other day a Japanese broad- 
cast for home consumption which 
Americans were not supposed to 
hear shed a little more light on Doo- 
little’s raid on Japan. Said Justice 
Minister Iwamura in a home broad- 
cast; “Especially when emergency 
circumstances arise, as happened in 


the recent air raid, it is natural for 
the people to become terrorized, and 
it is feared it will have a serious 
and unbearable effect upon the 
peace and order of the country, In 
such times, when cases arise that 
are determined to conditions, they 
should be settled promptly and those 
responsible properly punished.”

EW YORK, June 8—(BUP)—The most absorbing study in extremes 

on the baseball front in years is found today among the otherwise 

too, too lack-lustre records of Chicago's too, too melaNcholy White Sox. 

It involves a pair of pitchers and the relative quantity and quality of 

their luck, The names are Edgar Smith and Joe Haynes and the story 
is weird. : 


Edgar Smith is a comparatively stout and stocky young man 
who won 14 games for the Sox in 1940 and 13 more last season, One 
of Connie Mack's many discards, he isn't a spectacular performer, but 
he ts steady. Normally, he might be expected to win himself at least 
a dozen triumphs this season, Instead, he hasn't won any. He had 
lost Nine consecutive games. 


Joe Haynes is a cutie of a different cut. He is tall and thin and last 
year he didn’t pitch at all. He had a knot in his arm. Manager Jimmy 
Dykes carried him along in the hope that he might develop, but he didn’t 
expect too much. Well, to keep the story as brief as possible, Haynes to 
date has won five games. More important, he hasn't lost any. 


Luck Versus Ability 
ESE figures are simple. The obvious conclusion drawn by the in- 
nocent and not-so-innocent bystanders is that Smith has lost what- 
ever makes a man a good pitcher aMd that Haynes spent the winter 
plucking four leaf clovers, studying hypnotism and mastering the devious 
ways of black magic. That is the quick conclusion—but the wrong one. 


Actually, the difference between the young men Is one of luck 
rather than ability. Haynes’ Juck has been so phenomenal] that he is 
wasting his time. Instead of pitching he should be buying lottery 
tickets, Smith's luck has been so incorrigible that he couldn't win 
at bingo, if he bought every card in the game. 


Consider Haynes first. The 24-year-old Virginian has appeared 10 
times this season and he has been good. He has given up only one run 
in that stretch and during the 13 innings he worked to win his five 
victories he gave up only five hits. That is impressive pitching. But 
a more impressive fact is that during his 13 innings his mates scored 
24 runs for him. That represents an average of 17 runs per game, or 
the Normal Sox average for a week. 


Great Success as Reliefer 
AYNES started against Boston May 13 with the score 0-1 in the 
eighth. Two innings later the Sox won, 2-1. Three days later he 
went in against New York in the eighth and in a single inning the score 
shifted from 2-3 to 4-3. On May 27 Cleveland led Chicago, 7-4, in the 
fifth, Joe took charge and Chicago won, 8-7. On May 29, St. Louis led 
the Sox, 9-3, in the eighth. Again Haynes was called on‘for relief, and 
Chicago scored nine times for a 12-9 triumph. On his last outing, he 
entered the game with Detroit and the Sox tied at 5-5. Three innings 
later, Dykes’ men won, 12-5. ; 


That's the happy side of the tale. Now take a quick look at 
Smith, Edgar has pitched 79 innings, losing in nine of 10 appear- 
ances, His earned run average during that tenure is approximately 
3.6, but over the same period his mates were able to total exactly 15 
scores. Compare this 1,7 average given him with the 17 average . 
given Haynes, 


Smith lost to Cleveland on April 17, 1-0; to Detroit a week later, 
2-1, and to Washington on April 28, 4-3. The Yanks whipped him on 
May 3, 6-4, and the’ Browns nipped him on May 10, and won 4-3. On May 
21 he faced the Yanks a second time and lost, 1-0. On May 26 Cleveland 
broke his heart, 2-1. 


Smith Getting Jittery 
HAT accounts for seven of Edgar's nine defeats. Since May 26 he 
hasn't been quite the same. He blew what was one of the few leads 
he has been given last Saturday while opposing Detroit and lost, 9-4. 


Friday he was so upset that the Yanks plastered him with an 
eight-run explosion in the second inNing.. His own error cost him 
five of the eight tallies, 


Just when Smith finally will win a game ts about as puzzling as 
when Haynes will lose one. I can’t answer either of those riddles, and 
wouldn't if I could. I wonder what Mr. Haynes and Mr. Smith talk 
about when they sit face to face in the dugout or in a Pullman car. What- 
ever it is, I'll bet it isn't baseball.

Perhaps the presentday dol- 
lar would be worth only a few 
cents after the war, How the price 
of the articles purchased could be 
fixed now would provide the stick- 
ler, I think.

Professor Haley Hamilton Gaetz, 
first to take charge of the Univers- 
ity of Alberta school of pharmacy, 
in 1917, was a pioneer in northern 
Alberta, 

He travelled by ox-cart from Cal- 
gary to Red Deer, a seven-day jour- 
ney, in 1884, and homesteaded on 
the present site of the town 
Was postmaster at Red Deer from 
1894 to 1911 

Born at Musquodoboit,‘ N.S., in 
1867, son of a Methodist minister, 
the Rev, Dr. Leo Gaetz, he attended 
school in eastern Canada, before 
going to Calgary and Red Deer in 
1884. 


RETURNED TO CALGARY 

In 1899, he returned to Calgary 
and apprenticed as a pharmacist to 
Wendell McLean there. It was in 
1891 that he established in Red 
Deer the first drug store between 
Calgary and Edmonton. Between 
1894 and 1911, he was the local post- 
master, 

In 1906 he joined forces with R. 
G. Cornett in establishing the 
Gaetz-Cornett Drug and Book Co. 

He had been president of the Al- 
berta Pharmaceutical association 
and had also served on the associa- 
tion council. 

He died in December 1922,

If so, and acci- | 
dentally he finds the eyes of the 
household turned on him, in horror, 
when he uses profanity, it's pretty 
hard to convince him that this isn't 
a thing to do, When Tife is dull and 
no one seems to notice whether 
John is good or bad, he'd just as 
soon be bad as the way he is, 

Or, perhaps, it is because John. | 
trampled upon by perfection. | 
demanding parents, finds this the 
only way he can express himself 
as he pleases. There are too many 
don't-do-thats in John's life and he 
has to explode some way. Langu- 
age makes a good explosive ma- 
terial and a pretty effective one, 
too. 

The question becomes then, not 
what punishment John should suf- 
fer for his terrible language but 
what the parent shall do to provide 
John with other opportunities to 
feel big and important and get 
himself noticed by the family;

poned until the last gun is fired,” 
and urged immediate study of poste 
war pfoblems, 

Addressing the 1.0.D.E.’s annual 
banquet, Dr. James continued: 
“Canada, and every other country, 
could have carried through a come 
prehensive policy of social and eco- 
nomic amelioration with much 
greater ease during the period be- 
tween the last war and the present 
war than they will be able to when 
this war is finished, In that period, 
however, we lacked the vision and 
the determination to do those con- 
structive things which we now 
recognize to be necessary for the 
preservation of democracy on this 


continent and throughout the 
| world.” 

Dr, James said: “If we had had 
wisdom and vision enough at the 


end of the last war to see as Clearly 
we do now the fact that our 
western society cannot continue to 
progress within the fetters of un- 
limited national sovereignty and 
untrammelled laissez faire, Hitler

OTTAWA, June 8.—(CP)—Organ- 
ization of the Women’s Royal Cana- 
dian Naval Service is “rapidly 
reaching a point where it becomes 
an established working unit,” the 
Royal Canadian Navy said Satur- 
day: < 

The R.C.N. statement said leaflets 
giving “preliminary information 
have been distributed through naval 
offices across Canada to women who 
have offered their services or made 
inquiries about the new establish- 
ment. 

“The primary function of the 
Wrens js to release men in short 
establishments for active service at 
sea,” the navy said. ‘This implies on 
the part of the volunteer willing- 
ness as to type and place of service, 
involving in many cases transfer 
from place to place as the need 
arises, 

“Selections will be made from 
applicants possessing qualifications 
of the highest integrity and charac- 
ter, traits which have their founda- 
tion built upon spacial origin and 
nationality—white race, British born 
of British parents. 


CLASSIFICATIONS 

“The age classification calls for 
women between 18 and 45 inclusive, 
excluding those who have young 
children or other dependents. Devia- 
tion from this clause will only be 
in exceptional cases where women 
with special qualifications are need- 
ed by the service, in which instance 
the age boundary is extended up to 
and including 49 years of age. 

“A birth certificate must be pro- 
duced by all candidates,” 

Each prospective recruit must 
furnish the names of three persons

of them to be a recent employer.” A 
personal interview and medical 
examination at the nearest recruit 
ing centre will be arranged. 

Categories in. which women are 
required are: cook, steward, quar- 
ters’ assistant (catering, housekeep- 
ing, control of staff, etc), mess 
caterer; supply assistant, general 
clerk, typist, stenographer, secre- 
tary; 

Pay writer (bookkeeping experi- 
ence), coder, telephonist, telephone 
switchboard operator, teletype oper- 
ator, messenger, wireless telegraphs 
ist, motor transport driver, sick 
berth attendant. 

“Candidates are urged to state 
on their applications the. type of 
work they prefer, this preference to 
be adhered to as far as possible,” 
the navy said. “However, an en- 
[listed Wren accepts the decision 
of the service as to the particular 
eategory she is placed in, which 
will depend upon the candidates 
suitability for filling the post and 
the demands of the service,”
